possesses if need be, in the interests of the cause. 


McGill University gave quarters months ago to Militia 


Department, not only for the C.0.1.C. but also for 
Provisional Schools of Instruction. The British Univer~ 
sities, of course, are practically nothing but barracks 
now. The question,"What did the University do for the 


war ?"will be asked by the province when the subject of 
University finance artses from time to time in the future. 
It is true hundreds of graduates and under-graduates are 
serving, but this service is not in, thestoerm off 6 


corporate contribution. It would surely greatly help 


our reputation in the Province if we were to offer 
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such an aid as this to the cause which we all have 
at heart. I think it is also well to remember that 
the Militia Department showed a most sympathetic 
attitude towards the C.0.2.C. in its inception and 
gave the University everything it asked in the way 
of arms and clothing in preference to other Militia 
units. 

I hope that you will pardon my temerity in 
writing to you on this subject, it is only my 
feeling that it is a very important question which 


leads me to bother you at all.
